for the recent brand of weather.

have records of solar conditions for 
the past fifty or sixty years. They 
were taken after elaborate and pains- 
taking comparisons made with terri- 
torial weather conditions. The results 
have been -negative largely.

teach us nothing that elucidates .the 
present day climatic puzzle. 


Forecaster "Up Against It."

The commission says that all dam- 


ages to property of the railroad com- 
pany by prcnt accidents are to be 
reported whether there is loss of Ufa 
or personal injury or not. Damages 
occurlng on account of personal in- 
jury, death losses, harm to property 
carried or destruction of property ol 
other persons or carriers are not to 
be reported. Accidents occurring in 
shops, round houses, power houses 
on boats or at wharves are not to be 
reported.
